DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lupien et al. (US 
Patent No. 5,101,353). 

As per claim 19, Lupien et al teaches a futures contract trading and clearing apparatus 
comprising: 

an input device for receiving user input information, the user input information including 
a base tick value and a trade price (figures 1-6; column 6, lines 33-45); 

a database for storing the user input information (column 9, lines 48-54); 

a processor including programmable circuitry for calculating a settlement amount based 
on the user input information (column 12, lines 20-42 and column 7, lines 5-14); 

Lupien et al does not explicitly teach having a trigger for computer-assisted transfer of 
funds based on the settlement amount. Lupien et al teaches electronically making all transactions 
available to clients' custodian banks. Note column 4, lines 32-41. As per these features, 
electronic funds transfer were well known and practiced in the art at the time of the invention. 
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Performing transfer of funds based on the settlement amount would have been obvious to the 
skilled artisan in order to assure instant payment to related parties involved in the transactions; 

and an output for outputting at least one of the user input information and the settlement 
amount (column 12, lines 20-42). 

The prior art taken alone or in combination failed to teach or suggest "specifying an 
amount of money a clearing entity must transfer between the buyer and the seller for clearing the 
convex features contract by applying the actual tick value to a difference between the trade price 
data and the settlement price" as recited in independent claims 1 and 16. 

The prior art taken alone or in combination failed to teach or suggest features recited in 
claim 20.
